A GENERAL TIE-UP. 


THE NEW YORK STREET CAR STRIKE 
| SPREADS TO-DAY. 


All the Lines but Two Stop Running Cars 
No Violence—Hiring New Men—The Eight- 
Hour Movement—Newsboys on & Strike— 
Labor Matters. | 


New Tonk. April 19.—With the exception of 
Kighth and Ninth avenues, the streets on which 
horse cars usually run are deserted and quiet 
to-day. All the railroad men, drivers, con- 
ductors and stablemen, have concluded to 
take a holiday in sympathy with their brethren 
on the Third Avenue Line. The Executive 
Board of the Empire Protective Association 
decided last night to ‘‘tie up’’ all the roads in 
the city, but excluded the Eighth and Ninth 
Avenue Roads, because the men on those 
roads have no grievances. The Board, while 
it was extremely reticent, allowed it to be un- 
derstood that it had information that all the 
railroad Presidents are in league with the 
Third Avenue, and when the men were de- 
feated on that road, another line would be 
treated in the same way. It also says that if 
men are to be found to take all their places 
now is as good a time in which todo itas at 
any other. The lines involved in the tie-up 
are the Second, Third, Fourth, Sixth and 
Seventh Avenues, Broadway] Belt Line, 
Avenue 0, Dry Dock, East Broadway, Battery, 


Bleeker street and Fulton Ferry, Central

Lake Shore Men Out—Stopping a Train—B. 
& O. Men Resume Work. 
OnicaGo, April 19.—Business has been en-

A FISHING STORY, 


* 
Which Is Alleged to Have Shown Up a Hor- 
rible Plot. 
Master Workman M. A. Sullivan of Assembly 
17, of the Knights of Labor, was seen to-day 
by a PosT- DISPATCH reporter, and in reference 
to the story in the morning papers of how he 
employed a negro named Alex Boyd to over- 
hear what took place at a conference alleged 
to have been held by a number of railroad 
officials, near Indian Lake, said: ‘‘The story 
in the morning papers is incorrect 
in many particulars. In the first 
place, I never hired Boyd to shadow the om - 
cials as has been stated. — merely went 
to the lake to fish, and while sitting in the 
shade of a thicket of willows, overheard what 
was said by the railroad officials. When he 
arrived home thattevening, he came at once to 
see me and told me of the plan which had 
been coneocted by the officials; viz: To have 
some men fire on the ‘militia at 
night with dlank cartridges s0 as 
to keep up the excitement, and impress the 
Governor with the necessity of keeping the 
military here. Mr. Sullivan said further that 
he fully believed the negro’s story was true, 
as several days oa man in a position to 
know had informed him that such a confer- 
ence wasto be held, but he thought at the 
time his informant was only joking. He now 
regards the negro’s story as the confirmation 
of the correctness of his previous ihforma- 
tion. Boyd himself was seen to-day, and still 
sticks to his story, and says he is willing to

JAY GOULD FOUND IT ‘CONVENIENT FOR 
HIS PURPOSES IN 1872. 


Change of Position Within Fourteen Years. 
Special to Chicago Tribune. 

New Yor«, April 17.—The proot-sheet of a 
circular will be submitted to the Central Labor 
Union’s regular Sunday meeting to-morrow, 
with a view to having it multiplied under om- 
cial sanction for wide distribution. It is un- 
derstood to be the composition of A. J. Blis- 
gert, a local labor leader, and there is little 
doubt that it will be promulgated. It calls on 
the public to boycott all the Gould enterprises, 
in accordance with the resolutions already 
adopted by the Central Union; but its novelty 
consists in appealing to owners of capital to 
join inthe movement with wage-workers on 
the ground that Gould has always been an 
enemy of law and order. It quotes his language 
condemnatory of the mob violence in 


the West and construes it as a self- . 
ment. As proot of this charge an account is 
given of the wresting ofthe Erie Railroad 


In partnership 
Gould was in ille- 
gu and forcible possession of the Erie 
ad, and the shareholders had en- 
deavored in vain through the courts 
with Jim Fisk he had commanded the services 
ot such corrupt Judges as Barnard, M 
and Oardozo and the sup 
Tweed ring, but just at ¢ 
three Judges were unbenche: 
been killed by Stokes, and 
ring was broken. Thedefrauded stockholders 
deemed it an opportune time to assert their 
rights, and they undertook to do so, but Jay 
Gould, the man who now deplores ‘mob vio- 
lence’ and contemns ‘defiance of properly 
constituted authorities,’ attempted to defeat 
justice and law by employing a mob of the 
worst cut-throats and bullies to be coll 
in the City of New York. With these scoundrels 
he for a time defied the law, held possession 
of the prope belonging to others, and was 
finally ousted only by the generaiship of 
Daniel E. Sickles. Jay Gould is not the man 
to prate about the wickedness of mob law. 
© events thus recalled occurred March 1l, 
1872. A large proportion of Erie stock was 
held by English capitalists, who had been able 
to get no returns from the Fisk-Gould man- 
agement. Tbey were known as the McHen 
. and they had tried persistently — 
he New York courts to oust the two men who 
had seized the property; but the infamous 
Judge Barnard had invariably defeated them 
by issuing injunctions. On one occasion he 
opened court in the parlor of Josie Mansfield, 
the mistress of Fisk, and he committed a 
series of judicial outrages that resulted in his 
disgrace. Gen. Sickles was then the United 
States Minister to Spain. Abroad he met some 
of the aggrieved shareholders, and in coversa- 
tion with them declared that asuccessful move 
could be made against Gould, under the al- 
tered circumstances of Fisk’s death and the 
Tweed downfall.

Sicklesknew that a 
majority of the directors would turn against 
Gould &s soon as they became convinced of 
safety in doing so. Secretly they were con- 
vinced of the * and feasibility of 
putting the cHenry in 
ossession. The morning 
1 the mine was sprung. 
was to be deposed in a meeting of the direc- 
tors. He got news of the intention early, and 
it was then that his recourse to violence—the 
matter referred to in the Labor Union circular 
—took piace amid much excitement. The 
offices of the com were in thé Grand 
Opera-house building, and Gould resolved to 
keep out the enemy by force. They inciuded 
such men as John A. Dix, William R. Travers, 
S. L. M. Barlow and Gen. George B. McClel- 
lan, all led by Sickles, and justified by an 
order of the Supreme Court. Gouid hastily 
sent for Tom Lynch, a keeper of an oyster 
saloon on the wharfs, and within two 
hours Lynch arrived with 200 roughs. 
It subsequently transpired that this 
force had been organized for months. 
It consisted of the toughest men to be enlisted, 
and they had been placed on the Erie pay- 
rolis at $10 a month, with no duties except 
hold themselves in readiness for an instant 
call to do some fighting under Lynch’s orders. 
They were massed in the vestibules and corri- 
dors of the Grand Opera-house before the 
stockholders’ representatives arrived, and 
they refused to let anybody enter. Gould 
barricaded himself in an inner room, in order 
that no legal paper could be served on him. 
The directors were met on attempting to go in 
by the 200 roughs. The police were then 
under TT r Kelso, who had been a 
servitor of the Tweed ring, but now he deemed 
it best to go with the new current, and he sent 
800 policemen to the scene of the rioting. 
Gould’s mob quailed before this force and de- 
clined tofight. Sickles captured.the premises, 
broke in the door of Gould’s room with a 
crow-bar, and served a writ of ejectment on 
Gould, Besides losing the management of 
Erie, Gould was by court processes forced to 
give up property worth $8,000,000 that he had 
personally acquired. Sickles got his $125,000, 
and by investing it remuneratively is now pos- 
sessed of full half a million.

A Pen Portrait of Mr. Whitthorne—The In- 
vestigator of Naval Frauds.

WASHINGTON, D. O. April 19.—Mr. Whit- 
thorne, the newly appointed Senator from 
Tennessee, spent a good deal of time in Wash- 
ington last summer and in the early spring.

But of all these misstatements, probably the 
most flagrant is that the United States is 
asked to give $37,500,000to aid in building the 
ship railway. By no misinterpretation of the 
English language can sucha conclusion be 
reached. Thebillnow before Congress pro- 
vides distinctly that the Government shall not 
pay a single dollar until the railway is com- 
pleted, until it has passed a satisfactory 
official examination, and has successfully 
carried a vessel of specified tonnage from 
ocean to ocean. 

These conditions could not be stated more 
plainly, nor could a more severe test of the 
company’s good faith be demanded. When 
this great work has been accomplished, the 
Government is only asked to guarantee that, 
for a period of fifteen years, two-thirds of the 
net annual revenue ot the railway shall be 
$2,500,000. By no reasonable possi ity could 
the Government be liable for the entire guar- 
antee. As the net revenue is taken at one- 
half the gross receipts, the total liability of the 
Government, at the most unfavorabie esti- 
mate, would not exceed $7,500,000, and that in 
equal payments over a period of fifteen years. 
But even if the entire sum guaranteed were to 
be drawn from the public treasury, 
the country it seems to us, 
find the investment highly profita- 
ble. Those who so vigorously denounce 
the enterprise as an attempted raid upon the 
national revenues do not seem to recall the 
fact that Congress iseach year asked to pay 
out immense sums of money for the ——— 
ment of some insignificant stream or obscure 
harbor, even the location of which is scarce!

Every 
ndication pointe to the financial success of 
such a road, and itis highly improbable that

public treasury. But the guarantee is desir- 
able, in order that the seventy-five millions 
necessary for the construction of the road 
may be raised on the most favorable terms. 
At seems incredible that, under these circum- 
stances, the Government should hesitate to 
become the pe gm of an engineering work of 
such undoubted importance. The advantages 
of ving an interoceanic communication 
under American control; of being able, in 
times of war, to have the squadroons of the 
Atlantic and Pacific co-operate without 
doubling Cape Horn; of enjoying, in times of 
peace, the reduced tolls accorded to Amerivan 
shipping, and all the impetus to that industry 
which such a discrimination means—these 
seem to us of sufficient value to warrant the 
— a ofa much graver — 
than Capt. Eads has demanded, and to make 
what he has asked seem absolutely insignifi- 


cant. 

Much of this violent opposition to the enter- 

rise appears to be due to the adherents of the 
Nicaraguan Uanal, an enterprise which, if the 
history of the Panama scheme teaches any- 
thing, would involve the Government in an 
expenditure which would be calculated by the 
hundred millions. 

One other charge is brought against the Te- 
huantepec enterprise, which is alike insulting 
to those interested in its success and discred- 
itable to those making the assertion. The 
statement has been made, and is reiterated in 
a large portion of the —— 
tensive and influential lobby is maintained at 
Washington in the interest of the enterprise.
